Late Friday afternoon Jennie Burkhardt 
went to Mrs. Buschmann's: house and said 
she guessed she would stay at home in the 
future. 

At the same time she produced a photo- 

raph of herself «and handed it to Mrs. 

urkhardt, saying: “Give this to mamma; 
she is the-only one who should have it.’’ 

It appears that Mrs. Burkhardt had the 
picture originally and her daughter had 
taken it away from her when they had 
had a slight falling cut, two months ago. 

Miss Burkhardt complained:of being tired 
and went into the front room to lie down. 
Several minutes later she was found un- 
copscious on the floor, with the carbolic 
acid bottle at her side. 

Mrs. Burkhardt conducts a grocery at 1540 
Benton street. She said her relations with 
her daughter had always been friendly and 
she was unable to account for her terrible 
deed. 

Mrs. Burkhardt’s daughter-in-law, Mrs. 
George Burkhard@t, said: 

“] haven't seen Jennie but a few times; 
in fact, the last time was at her father’s 
funeral, The family knew little about her, 
but we were greatly shocked to hear of her 
death. She was just a foolish girl. Perhaps 
lovesick and disappointed, she decided to

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A MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP MOVEMENT. 


A municipal ownership movement with some new features 
is under way in Wisconsin. 

The legislature last winter passed a law authorizing muni- 
cipalities to issue negotlable bonds for the establishment of 
telephone systems. 

A private corporation with a capital of $500,000 has been or- 


ganized, and will establish a plant in any town, taking the | cover. 


bonds in payment. The bond draws 5 per cent interest and 
runs for 20 years, 5 per cent being set aside annually as a 
sinking fund. When the bonds mature the municipality will 
own the plant unincumbered. The charge to subscribers will 
be $12 per annum.

President Hawes of the Board of Police Commissioners gave 
additional’ cause for a grandjury investigation of the 
gambling scandal by repeating that he was helpless to put a 
stop to professional gambling.
